The 
Soviets were believed by Canton citizens to be military and nelitical ad= 
visers of the Com-unist government. : 


2e On 17 Novender, a military narade was held to celebrate the arrival of 
fifty Soviet careramen. The vroceasion carrie huge paver figures of Stalin, 
Lenin, Marx, MAO Teeetung, and CHU Teh. Banners were displayed thvsughout 
the city with the inserintion: "Let's learn from the Soviet Union," and 
this slogan vas also mublished in the nevsmavers. 


3+ ProeSovlet propaganda 4s issued through movies end school orograms. Soviet 
filws, tnolucing var oictures, are quite nomlar among the Chinese. Primary 
school ma»cils are instructed by Communist volitical workers to recite: "7 
don't want my parents, but I love my country. I admire MAO Tse=tung and 
Stalin." Pictures of Stalin have been laced in many schonls. Russian 
language atuly has been added to the echnol curriculum throughout the city 
and ie an elective course at the university. 


4. The veonle of Canton stow little admiration for the USSR. Critical remarks 
are frequently heard in the streets nbout the Soviet strinping.of Manchurian 
industry and the oresence of Soviet troons in Port Arthur and Dairen. Sore 
parenta have withdrawn their children from schools be: .wse of the vrovagania 
program. 


5. <A Soviet army officer, Orlov, and four Russian civilians arrived in Canton on 
27 November ag air eivisers to YEH Chien=ying. <juestions asked by this froun 
indicated that they are also interested in vossible uranium devosits in South 
Shina.* 


6. A double~track railway has deen ~lannet from Canton to Hantow ond is reverted to 
be under congtruction. LInrge quantities of steel rails hove arrived in 
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Hankow from the USSR. ard bridges at Chuchiang (113~33, 24-55) and Changto 
near Lochang (113-18, 25-08) are being repaired. Soviet technicians already 
tn Catton are assisting with the vork. A Soviet railvay expert, Baranov, 
ani gix railvay technicians who inspected the Peertl River bridge estimated 
that repaira could be comoleted in four to six months. Traffic on ths 
Canton-Hankow Railroad was resumed on 26 Novenber after repairs wore cone 
Dleted on the Pa Chiang (River) (113- , 23+ ) Bridge. 
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
